LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  Now  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  June  5  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  during  the  past  week  continued  weak  and  inactive. 
There  was  very  little  inquiry  either  here  or  in  other  New  England  cotton 
consuming  centers,  as  mills  are  running  on  very  much  reduced  schedules 
and  are  opening  but  very  little  cotton  each  week.  ***

'^The  general  market  level  quoted  by  cotton  merchants  on  the  strength 

of  southern  shippers'  quotations  is  unchanged  from  a  week  ago.    While  it 
can  be  shaded  materially  in  individual  instances  for  limited  lots  of 
cotton,  it  is  the  only  full  list  of  quotations  available  that  can  be 
applied  to  the  market  as  a  whole.    Based  on  -prompt  shipment  cotton  classed 
on  government  standards,  FOB  New  Bedford,  quotations  are  as  follows 
for  strict  low  middling,  for  middling  and  for  strict  middling:
